Preceding the addresses by Mr. 
Graydon, Mr. Wyatt and Ross 
Henderson of Calgary, president of 
the Progressive -Conservative As. 
sociation of Alberta, a film “Fort, 
ress tor Freedom,’ depicting scenes 
from the Ottawa convention of 
last October, were shown. 

In his opening remarks Mr. 
Wyatt announced in 15 of the 17 
constituencies in Alberta the Pro. 
gressive Conservative party had 
named candidates to contest the 
ridings and that he was confident 
the remaining two would do like. 
Wise. 

Mr. Wyatt, himself a farmer of 
many years in the province, is 
greatly interested in the problems 
of the agricultural producer. He 
felt strongly that the same bonus 
should be paid on the Canadian 
market as is received in the U.S. 
for wheat. He deplored the Gard. 
iner cattle marketing policy and 
advocated that a permanent mar. 
ket be sought in the United States 
for Canadian cattle, remarking 
that after Britain had. signified her 
unwillingness to accept^ all of the 
cattle that Canada had to offer, 
and consequently the American 
market had been made avialable 
to the exporter here, $90,000,000. 
had come to Canada as a direct 
result. The encouragement of A. 
merlcon.Canadian trade was fur. 
ther stressed by his criticism of 
the embargo that was in effect a 
year ago on fresh fruits and veg. 
etables entering Canada from a. 
cross the line. 

The matter of land for veterans 
was another matter that Mr. Wy. 
at was anxious to have more sat. 
Isfactorily dealt with. He proposed 
that when a farm comes up for 
sale that it be listed with a .gov. 
ernmont land agent, who will in 
turn contact the municipality as to 
the desirability of the land for ” 
soldiers' farms. As the matter 
stands today the returned man 
has often no opportunity to se. 
tute good holdings. 

That individual incentive should 
be instilled, in each Canadian, by 
the raising of the Income Tax ex. 
emptwns to $2,500, with an allow, 
nnce of $500 90 for each child, ra. 
ther than the payment of Family 
Alowances. was the belief expres. 
sed by Mr. Henderson. He partic.’ 
ularly favored aiding the farmer 
again by declaring that payment 
of Excess Profits taxes should not 
be required under $50,000.00, this 
to apply to all non.corporative 
businesses, which of course includ¬ 
es th" farmer 

Mr. Graydon urged all Canad. 
ians regardless of former -political 
affiliations to join together in a 
crusade to spearhead a new form 
of governm-nt for the years of 
peace ahead. He felt that Mr. 
Drew had demonatated in' his On. 
tario administration of keeness of 
purpose in his road program, han. 
dling of delinquency problems, ed¬ 
ucation and many others. Careless 
expenditures of public funds had 
resulted from the * collection of 
more money than was needed, by 
the present government, with the 
result that incentive to economize 
had been desroyed. A policy of in. 


ternational harmony and peace, 
with the full realization of the 
responsibilities entailed was what 
the Progressive Conservative par. 
ty had to offer to the Canadian 
people, was the message with 
which Mr. Graydon closed his 
niosti interesting address.

A well known minister In past¬ 
orates from Alberta to Quebec for 
40 years, John Nelson Brunton le- 
teived his university and theolo¬ 
gical training at the Ottawa Col¬ 
legiate Institute and McGill Un¬ 
iversity. 

On graduation he was called as 
student missionary to Calgary dur¬ 
ing the 1890 s and was ordained 
there in 188?) His first charge was 
at Quesnel,' B.C., where he served 
until called to Danville. Quebec, 
in 1003. He subsequently served 
at Castor. Aita. and came to Vul¬ 
can in 1922. He was well and fav¬ 
orably known during his pastor¬ 
ate here, taking an active part in 
community affairs. In 1933 he 
moved to Namao, Aita, near Ed¬ 
monton and served as minister of 
the United Church there until his 
letirement in 1938, when he took 
up residence -in Edmonton. After 
his retirement Mr. Brunton served 
as chaplain of the Northern Al¬ 
berta Pioneers and Oldtimers As¬ 
sociation and of the Edmonton 
United Presbytery at the Miserl- 
eordia and University hospitals 

Surviving are Mrs. Brunton of 
Edmonton and one brother, Wil¬ 
liam, of Kenmore, Ont_ An only 
son.

Ttje biggest and best parade in 
Vulcan's history preceded the op¬ 
ening of the Vulcan Lions’ fourth 
annual rodeo and stampede on 
Tuesday, when cowboys and their 
horses, decorated floats, costumed 
children, decorated bikes and com¬ 
mercial floats stretched for near¬ 
ly a mile. Considerable- work and 
much ingenuity was shown in the 
really fine floats nad costumes and 
the parade was led by R.C.M.P. 
Corporal Jack Hurst and rodeo 
contestant Jim Maher of Long 
Beach. California, mounted on 
fine horses and carrying the Can¬ 
adian and American flags. 

Martial music for the parade 
was supplied by the sound truck 
of the Canadian Army Mobile Re¬ 
cruiting centre from Calgary. 

The float which drew the most 
comment and amusement was one 
prepar’d by the “Sea Hags" or 
“Slud Hens” as they called them¬ 
selves. This aggregation was made 
up of a number of ladies who, to 
use one of their slogans, were su- 
posedly “Beginners in 1909, still 
beginners in 1949.” The story be¬ 
hind this float begins some- three 
years ago when the Vulcan Swim¬ 
ming pool opened. A number of 
ladies some fo not-too-tender-yoars 
who had never had the opportun¬ 
ity of learning to swim, formed a 
group who went to the pool daily 
in the mornings, not in’ an ef¬ 
fort to become Gertrude Ederles, 
but just to learn enough to enjoy 
the water. Each year since the 
ladies have continued the idea and 
today a number have become pro¬ 
ficient swimmers and of course 
others who can swim but prefer 
(he early rpornlng.dip hHve Joined 
them. To add to the spirit of orig¬ 
inality some made and others se¬ 
cured by devious methods swim¬ 
ming outfits of the vintage of 1900,• 
and the result was, to say the 
least, mirth provoking.

The Young People of the United 
Church entered a float which was 
attractive and drew considerable 
comment Others noticed and ap¬ 
preciated was one by the Canad¬ 
ian Legion, loca* branch, which 
had veterans from the three-ser¬ 
vices, in the uniform of each; the 
Vulcan Wolf Cub pack and leaders, 
the Old Timers, as should well be 
in this district o‘ many pioneers, 
were much in evidence, in a ve¬ 
hicle of their own; the Alberta 
Government Telephones as in last 
year's parade had a fine display: 
the Vulcan High School and two 
Royal Canadian Army trucks and 
many others, hll much appreciated. 
The fine team of horses owrjed by 
A. Giles and drawing the Berry- 
water F.U.A. float was much ad¬ 
mired, ns was the team owned by 
Tom Lucas, drawing the old-tim¬ 
ers float. 

As always the children in their 
varied and original costumes drew 
much favorable comment and the 
task of the judges, was a difficult 
one. The Shetland ponies with 
their small riderx were most ap¬ 
pealing.

Plan New System 
Teacher Certifieates 

Proposals for 'simplification of 
the system of Alberta teacher cer¬ 
tification have been announced by 
Eric C. Ansley, secretary of the 
Alberta Teachers’ Association. 

W. E. Frame, chairman of the 
board of teacher education and 
certification, has •forwarded board 
recommendations to all superin¬ 
tendents of school divisions, and 
to secretaries of school divisions 
and districts 

"The changes recommended." 
said Mr. Ansley. "are highly de- 
si rnhle and perhaps long over¬ 
due. They would reduce the num¬ 
ber of certificates now being is¬ 
sued in the province from 17 .to 
three. The proposal is fully in ac¬ 
cord with the policies of the Al¬ 
berta Teachers’ Association, which 
has led the movement for simpli¬ 
fication of the certification sys¬ 
tem." 

Under the new system only 
three teaching certificates will be 
issued: 

Temporary following one year 
Faculty of Education training of- 
ter Grade 12. * 

Standard—following two years 
Faculty of Education training. 

Professional — following three 
years of University. 

"Actually." pointed out Mr. Ans¬ 
ley." no teacher will lose anything 
hy the change. ( and in the long 
run. all will- benefit. Many of out- 
very best teachers hold second 
class certificates under the present 
system, and the change will see 
the second class certificate disap¬ 
pear. to be replaced by a element, 
ary nnd intermediate certificate. 
Teachers with first class crtifji 
cates and a degree will receive a 
professional certificate upon re¬ 
quest. 

"The many other certificates 
now in use will be permitted to 
gradually die out. and eventual¬ 
ly all teachers in Alberta will be 
qualified under one of the three 
certificates."

BARGAINS OF 40 YEARS AGO 

(From The Lacombe Globe) 

The past came to light this week 
when F. E McLeod, pioneer mer¬ 
chant in Lacombe who recently 
sold his • business, came across a 
book containing his advertisements 
in old Western Globe, Lacombe, 
back in T?X5?\ TSTO and so on. 

It was on August 17, 1909, that 
Mr. McLeod’s first ad appearerf as 
"Successor to W. E. Lord Co.” 

Antiquated by modern standards 
the ad nevertheless carried a 
punch and a personal touch larg¬ 
ely missing from the commonly 
seen newspaper ads of today. 

One of the features of Mr. Mc¬ 
Leod’s early advertising were "Af¬ 
ter Supper Sales," with sale Items 
being sold at reduced prices 
starting at 7 p.m. Saturdays. 

Most astonishing features of the 
ads, however, are the prices. A 
lot of water has flowed under the 
bridge since boys' bathing trunks 
were sold for 15 cents, for instance. 
This price was advertised jn Aug¬ 
ust just 40 years ago. 

"Empress" shoes for women, 
completed v\yth buttons or laces, 
sold for S3, a pair in those "goad 
old days" with “moderate priced" 
shoes obtained at $1.25 a pair. 

Women’s sweaters could be pur¬ 
chased as low as $1.75 each, while 
men’s sweaters had a wide price 
range of from 99 cents up to $3.50. 
For the youngs)ers, a wool sweater 
was obtainable for as little as 50 
cents, although top grades ran as 
high as $1.25. 

Men of the district will turn a 
envious eye back to 1909 • 'prices 
when stiff white shirt fronts wore 
sold at a sale price of 65 cents 
each. 

Warm wool gloves went to oust, 
omers for 25 cents a pair, and lov¬ 
ely wool shawls for women sold 
at 40 cents. 

Larger Items, such as men's ov¬ 
ercoats. were marked as high as 
$12.50 for the best heavy import¬ 
ed wool tweed, hut other satin- 
lined models sold for $9 each.

KEEP THE SOIL ON 
T1IE FARM 

It takes about 400 years to pro. 
duce an inch of soil. One heavy 
rain can undo centuries of Nat. 
ure’s soil making if the rain water 
is not controlled. Given the oppor. 
t unity, the soil will be washed in. 
to creeks, rivers and out to sea. 

The top six inches of the soil 
is the main natural resource of 
farming lands the world over. In 
oil too many countries it is being 
allowed to "run away.” Govern, 
ments are conscious of this soil 
loss and are spending millions of 
dollars on drainage, reforestation 
assistance in the use of fertilizers 
and agricultural lime, and on other 
conservation projects. 

But in thinking in general terms, 
often the particular is overlooked. 
The farmer who on his own farm 
diverts what may be only a trickle 
today, may prevent a steady 
stream tomorrow. Changing a con. 
tour, grassing a water course, 
planting a few trees—half a hun.
